THE PARTING FROM LIFE. 


On the Original Title X'»se, as 1'repared 


by DC Foe, It Wa* Stated That Crusoe 
W«a Wrecked on an Inland 111 the Delta 
of the. Orliy>co—I/ater Editions Changed. 


If the question were asked, "Where is 


the island of Robinson Crusoe?" the ma- 
jority of people-would answer, "Juan Fer- 
nando?,." Some would.go so far as to say 
that Robinson Crusoe and Alexander Sci- 
kirk were one and the same person. 


If tho original title of Do Foe's "Robin- 


sort Crusoe" hud been kept in the later 
editions, the island of Juim Fernandez 
would never have been associated with tho 
name of Robinson Crusoe. On the original 
title page of this great English romance it Is 
distinctly stated that Crusoe WHS 'wrecked, 
and afterward lived for inuny years on an 
island situated in the delta of the C^rinoco. 


Juan Fernandez is a small island in tho 


Pacific, in -!4 degrees south latitude, and 
situated 400 milea west of Valparaiso, ou 
the Chilean coa^t. The climate Is not trop 
iual, and the soil, which Is light, supports 
a .scrubby undergrowth. 


"In 1700," says Sir Wyville Thompson 


in his account of this island, " Dumpier ! 
called at Jntiu Fernandez, and while thi'ro j 
Captain Straddling of the Cinque Port gal- 
ley quarreled with his men, 43 ot whom 
deserted, but wero afterward taken on 
boiii-d by Dampier. Five seamen, however, 
remained on shore. In October, 1704, tho 
Cinque Port jvtiirned and found two of 
these men, tho others apparently having 
bcLii captured by the French. On this oc- 
casion Captain Straddling had a disagree- 
ment with his master, Alexander Selkirk, 
who insisted on hoinft put nshoro rather 
than serve longer with Straddling. 
Sel- 


kirk's desire was complied with, arid he 
was sent on shoro with n few ordinary 
necessaries. Before the ship left he Ix-gged 
to bo readmitted, but this was refused, 
with tho curious result that, with little 
merit of his own, he became a hero of all 
time as Robinson Crusoe, tho cynosure of 
all boys' eyes. 


"It is extremely improbable that Alex- 


ander Selkirk ever placed his journal in 
the hands of Do Foe, but his story ex- 
cited some public interest, aud in cater- 
ing for the public amusement that prince 
of raconteurs was most likely to have 
adopted Selkirk's tule for combination 
with other materhil in one of his wonder- 
ful 'realistic novels. Many of tho incidents 
in the 'Adventures of Robinson Crusoe' 
are evidently inconsistent \\ith the narra- 
tive of Selkirk and are undoubtedly taken 
from other sources. For exnmple, the foot- 
print on tho sand and' the decidedly trop- 
leal description of Robinson Crusoe's is- 
land would agree bettei- with ono of the 
outlying i&lhnds of tbe West Indies. Alex- 
ander Selkirk was relieved from -is hut ap- 
pears to have been by no means unbear- 
able exile in 170'J by the ship Duke, Cap- 
tain Wood Rogers," having been on the is- 
land in complete solitude for 4 yairs and 4 
months. He died lieutenant of the Wey- 
inouth in 17'^i, at the age of •J'i. 


When we look into Do Foe's account, wo 


find that, after Crusoe had spent some 
time in the Bra/ils, he and his friends fit- 
ted out a vessel for Africa for a cargo ol 
ilaves. On the Ihtof September, l!i."0, "we 
sot .sail." I quote from Du Foe's book, 
"standing away to tho northward upon 
our own coast." After passing the equator 
they met with a hurricane and were for 
many days unable to get an observation. 
When at last one was obtained, they found 
the ship to be "In about 11 degrees north 
latitude * * * so that he (i,ho captain) 
found he was on the coast of Guiana, or 
the north part of Brazil, beyond the river 
Amazon, toward that part of tho river 
Oroonoijuo commonly called the Great riv- 
er." The ship was found to be .so much 
damaged by the storm that "we concluded 
there was wo inhabited country for us to 
have recourse to till we came within tho 
circle of the Caribbee islands, and there- 
fore resolved to htand away for Barhadocs, 
and by keeping off utsea, avoid tho iudrull 
of the buy or gulf of Mexico. 


"With this design we changed our conrvi 


and steered northwest by west, in order to 
reach some of the Knghsh islands, where I 
hoped for relief, but our voyage was oth- 
erwise determined, for, being in the lati- 
tude of 1:3 degrees and 18 minutes, a sec- 
ond storm caiiu; upon us, which carried us 
awuy with tho same impetuosity west- 
ward and dro\c us .so out, of tho way of all 
human commerce that, had our lives been 
spared to the sea, wo ^ero rather in dan- 
ger of being devoured by savages than ever 
returning to our own country." 


After the arrival of the man Frid.iy and 


Crusoe's conversation with him ho hays, 
in speaking of the currents, which are 
very strong and numerous 'about Tobago: 
"This I understood to be no more than 
the set of the tide, as going out or coining 
in, but I afterward understood it was oc- 
casioned by the great draft and reflux ot 
the mighty river Oroonoko, in the month 
or gulph of which river, as I found after- 
ward, our island lay, and that this land 
which I perceived to the W. and P. W. was 
the great island of Trinidad, on the north 
point of the mouth of the river. * * * I 
asked him (Friday) the names of the sev- 
eral of his sort of people, but could not get 
no other mime than Caribs, from whence 
I easily understood that these were tho 
Caribbees, which our maps place on tho 
part of America- which reaches from tho 
month of tho river Oroonoko to Guian.-i 
and onward to St. Martha (probably St. 
Martin's)." 


Trinidad is at all times plainly visible 


from Tobago, being only 19 miles distant. 
The only other island from which Trinidad 
may be seen is Grenada, which lies 75 
miles due north, but Trinidad can only be 
made out on very clear days. Moreover, 
Grenada -was inhabited in Crusoe's timo 
by Caribs. 


I have given this rather lengthy argu- 


ment in what might at Urst sight sccni to 
be a trivial subject, but Robinson Cru- 
soe, although a fictitious character, is ao 
well known and so often thn subject of ev- 
eryday allusion I hope 1 will be excused 
in taking up so much time in proving 
where he was really supposed to reside and 
in correcting an error which is so widely 
diffused.—Philadelphia Public Ledger.

"Laughorno and Bristol," says the Phil- 


adelphia Record, "arc

apart, and yet It sometimes takes two 
days for a letter mailed in one town to 
reach its destination in the other. Tho 
mail all goes by way of Philadelphia, mak- 
ing the entire distance in transit about 40 
miles. The postolliceH at Ijanghornc and 
Kden aro only 500 yards apart, and yet a 
letter from one of these offices to the othe.r 
must travel 3fl miles Via Philadelphia 
This, however, In eclipsed by a lottcr which 
the late Willlam»Kin7.cy of Bristol receive*! 

This letter had 
been addressed to Bristol, R. I., and read- 
dressed to Bristol, Pa. It was received 
three yean after it was written."

Nt-iirly Always J'utiUemt. 


Death is nearly always painless. Mnn 


dies generally froiA the coition ol the 
heart's functioning, whatever the more 
remote eausfc may have been. The nerve 
cells may have ceased to net, the muscles 
may have been worn out or the heart 
may hav« been directly attacked by 
acute or chronic disease. Rut in any case 
want of oxygen is the determining factor 
except in the case of poisoning with prus- 
sic aekl. in which case the whole body is 
dead brtore the heart ceases to heat. 


In every other case the cessation of the 


heart's action conies first, the general 
death of the body afterward. 
Before 


the heart ceases to functjou conscious- 
ness ceases. 
Even in the most awful 


death known, death by burning, mortal- 
ity is rendered painless at an curly stage 
by suffocation. 
It is the first moment 


of experience of the heat that is so ter- 
rible. 
AVo think in imagination that we 


could never endure it and wonder how 
martyrs faced it with such calm. 


But, apart from their state of spiritual 


ecstasy, their sufferings were soon mer- 
cifully ended by nature herself, which 
appears to set very real limits to physical 
torture. Thus Livingstone when seized 
hy a lion tells us that he felt little pain 
or apprehension, vthilc Dr. Alfred Russcl 
Wallace asserts that the seeming trage- 
dies of animate nature, such :is the killing 
of birds by beasts of prey, are not at all 
so awful as they appear in our imagina- 
tion. 


\Vo see with painful vividness the out- 


ward fact, but we do not see the merciful 
anodyne furnished by nature. So is it at 
a deathbed. The observers see the clam- 
my brow, the gasping for breath, the rig- 
or mortis, sometimes the contorted fea- 
tures—all painful to behold. But, with 
perhaps the exception of the difficult res- 
piration, the dying man knows nothing of 
this, and before he has actually expired 
nature has given him a relief which the 
dearest friend or most skillful physician j 
could not have imparted. There are also 
forms of dea^h in \\ hieh long before death 
nriives the "will to live" has ceased, the 
pntient resigns himself, aud life gradually 
sinks to a vanishing point. Thus death 
is physically and psychologically painless. 
—Spectator.

AUTHOR OF THE PSALMS. 


Cipher Tim* Proves It Was None Otli- 


«.-r Thau Sbukespeare. 


Though Ignatius Donnelly, through the 


\\onderful discovery of the Bacon cipher, 
may have proved to his own satisfaction 
that Shakespeare did not write the plays 
ci edited to him for three centuries, he has 
not robbed the bard of Avon of literary 
honor, for another cipher proves just us 
conclusively that Shakespeare wrote the 
psalms. 
Of courie this is a joke, but 


there is as much evidence to support it 
as there is to support Donnelly's theory. 


In Shakespeare's name lies the key to 


this wonderful cryptogram. As Mr. Don- 
nelly says, the spelling "Shakespeare" 
vas the poet's nom do plume, while 
"Khakcbpere" was his name, an evident 
change from "Slmkcspear." In each of 
the two spellings last given are ten let- 
ters—four vowels and six consonants. 
Combine these two figures, and we have 
the number 40, the key to the mystery. 


Turning to the forty-sixth psalm in the 


revised version, it is found that the psalm 
is divided into three portions, each one 
ending with "selah." 
Remember the 


number—40. 


Counting 4G words from the beginning 


of the psalm, one reads the word "shake" 
in the first portion, and counting 40 words 
from the end of tbe psalm one reaches 
the word "spear." 
There Is "Shake- 


spear" as plainly as letters can make it. 


Now turn to the middle portion of tho 


psalm and apply the rule of averages. 
To get this average one goes to the mid- 
dle verse, which is the sixth, as it has 
five verses ou each side of it. 
Observe 


the significant 0, the last figure of our 
key number. Now, 0 in Roman letters 
is "VI," and so one looks for a word in 
the verse that has the letters v and i in 
it. There is only one—"voice." 


What can be plainer than that it is 


Shakespeare's voice speaking to us from 
the psalms?—New York Herald.

If an Italian or a Spaniard hnpiiencd 


to wituoss one of the many dagger epi- 
sodes ot the Britibh stage he would 
neither hiss nor hoot—he would smile. 
For the stage dagger aud the stage grip 
of it he would have nothing but con- 
tempt. 


If the reader would know the reason of 


the foreigner's mirth, let him grasp a 
stout office rule in the same conventional 
fashion as the stage villaiu does his 
equally stagy weapon aud swing it in 
the overhand thrust beloved of- the the- 
atrical stabber. 


Ho will find that he cauuot hit once in 


a score of times a postage stamp stuck 
on the wall at the height ot un imaginary 
victim's bosom. 
The swinging arm is 


practically the radius of a circle, of 
•which circle the blade forms a part. In- 
stead, therefore, of the point going un- 
erringly to its mark it moves in a curve, 
which almost invariably will throw" it 
clear of the point aimed at. 


The expert's grip upon the dagger is a 


singular one, but it achieves its object. 
He only takes the handle of the weapon 
with his thumb and first thiee finger«; 
the fourth he folds into the palm oC his 
hand. The folded "little finger," lying 
with its lowest section against the inside 
of the dagger handle, gives a slight out- 
ward thrust and corrects the tendency of 
the dagger point to swing in a curve. 
Held this way, the dagger will hit tlie 
postage stamp every time. 


But the stiletto, rather than the dag- 


ger, is the ideal weapon of the assassin. 
Few people know what the true stiletto 
is like, aud fewer still how it is, manipu- 
lated. In the first place, it has no hilt, 
only a wooden handle, resembling that of 
the common chisel, but without the brass 
bund. 
The blade—if blade it can be 


called—is a Blender, three cornered thing, 
except for tho rough texture, very like n 
file. 


AVhen the ill fated empress of Austria 


wus> stabbed, the statement crept into 
some newspapers that she had actually 
been wounded with a file. A stiletto, 
of course, wna used, but it wns probably 
quite unfamiliar to many ot the uc«3- 
puper coirespondents. 


The stiletto handle is held in the palm, 


with the thin blade pointing outward and 
upward.

deed coi.Id be exerleil in Mich a position. 
But the sinu-le teirible "poke" in the liver 
or the s-to'uach is more than sufficient. It 
was from such a wound that President 
Carnot died. 
The stiletto i* practically 


useless except as the tool of the assassin 
and us Mich would bo made an illegal ar- 
ticle, save iu museums aud similar collec- 
tions. 


Only one form of cutting weapon is 


properly held in the conventional si ape 
fashion, and that is the terrible Spanish 
knife, used bv the southern peasant for 
slicing his onions and his enemies. 
But 


this is employed In slashing crohscnts 
and not, as a rule, in stabbing.—London 
Mail.

Kurdd'blp* ot tlie'lJ'ttluu Army "AfW'th* 


Itettle of the Wilderucm. 


General Horace Porter draws the follow- 


ing picture of wartime experiences in his 
"Camjiaiguing With Grunt" in Tho Cen- 
tury : Tho continual rain was most dis- 
heartening. On May 10 Grunt wrote to 
Halleck: "Wo have had five days'almost 
constant rain, without, any prospect yet of 
its clearing up. The roads havo now be- 
come so impassable that ambulances with 
wounded men can no longer run between 
here and 1'rederieksburtf. All offensive op- 
erations must necessarily cease until wo 
can havo 34 hours of dry weather. The ar- 
my is in tho tx<st of spirit/a aud feels the 
greatest confidence in ultimate success. 
* * * The elements alono have suspended 
hostilities." 


In the Wilderness the army had to strug- 


gle against lire and dust; now it had to 
contend with rain and mud. An ordinary 
ruin, lusting for a day or two, docs not 
emlxirrass troopi, but when the storm 
continues for a week it becomes one of tht 
most serious obstacles in a campaign. Tho 
men can secure no proper shelter and no 
comfortable rest; their clothing has no 
chance to dry, und a tramp of -a few miles 
through tenacious mud requires as much 
exertion as an ordinary day's inarch. 
Tents become saturated and weighted with 
water, and draft animals have increase* 
loads and heavier roads over which to hau 
them. Dry wood cannot be found; cook- 
ing becomes difficult; the men's spirits 
are affected by the gloom, aud even tho 
most buoyant natures become dishearten 
ed. It is much worse for an army acting 
on the, offensive, for it hub more marching 
to do, iK'iiitf lompellud to mo\e principally 
on exterior lines. 


Start olMeers had to lulw day and nigh 


during the present campaign in inakinj 
reconnoi«aiiees and in cross queitionini 
natives, deserters, prisoners and fugitive 
ivgrocs in uu attempt to secure data fo 
the purpose of constructing local map 
fr.iui day to day. 
As noon as these wer 


finished they were distributed to the sub 
ordinatc commanders. Great confusion 
arose from the duplication of the names ot 
bouses and farms. Either family names 
wero particularly scarce in that section ot 
th-' slate or else the people were united by 
close ties of relationship aud country 
cousins abounded to u, confusing extent. 
So many farmhouses iu some of tho local 
it ics \\erc occupied by people of the K'inie 
name that when certain filrltift weiv desig- 
nated in orders scrioufc error1* arose at 
times from mistaking one place for an- 
other.

When, however, by reason of the illness 
or absence of his partners, or from 
other cause, he has baen impressed into 
this service, he has displayed a power 
of forensic oratory which was a revela- 
tion to his proiessional brethren, and 
furnished an occasion of regret to his 
friends because be had not made it his 
life work.

ago of seventy seven years. 


To JohuHOU and Minerva (Bad) Jor- 


dan there wore born ten children, six of 
whom altnined tho ago of maturity. 
The mother was a noble Christian wo- 
man, dutiful, sensitive, modest, tender, 
and lovable, and keenly ahvo to the 
wnntH of others. Loyal to her convio 
tionu, hhe was for many years a valued 
member of Iho Congregational church.

hunger for a knowledge of muti ai.d 
things, led him into research beyond 
Iho Biblo ana well thumbed hdiool- 
books which constituted tho iamily li- 
brary, aud the few volumes of tho Bciint 
collection of the Sunday &chool were 
eagerly devoured aud diyestud. 


For years of toil and endurance such 


us young Chester's, self rolianco in the 
sure reward, and so it was, that in 18CO 
we u'nd him, npon his own resources, 
and with his innate thirst for knowl- 
edge, entering Colebrook academy, and 
later, Kimball Union academy, at Mori- 
dan, until, by intermittent labor and 
study, he was graduated at the latter 
institution in 18fiG. His course had long 
been watched, and his abilities were at 
onco acknowledged and recognized. He 
was superintending school committee 
of Colobrook in 1S03 7, selectman in 
1807, 
and had a large share in tho man- 


agement of other affairs of this shire 
town of tho county. 


Punctual and persevering, faithful 


and efficient, his success in these posi- 
tions brought hina oarly to the notice of 
tho justice of tho supremo court, as a 
desirable portion for its clork, and he 
was appointed to the clerkship for Coos 
county in 18GS, which ofh'ee ho filled 
with profit to himself, and satisfaction 
to the bench and bar of the state until 
1871 when, against tho protests of nearly 
every attorney in the county, regardless 
of political faith, the inexorable decree 
of a new born democratic administration 
demanded tho removal of ono who bad 
SD early and ardently ecponsed and fos- 
tered tho republican cause. 


Having already commenced the study 


of the law while still clerk, ho continued 
h»B reading in the ollico of Judge Wil- 
liam 8. Ludd, of Lancaster (to which 
town ho had gone on receiving his ap- 
pointment); he concluded ins course in 
tho oflico of Hay, Drew <fe lleywood, and 
won admitted to practice ID tho state 
eourttt in November, 1875, and in the 
Unitod States courts in May, 
1HHI. 


Upon the retirement of Mr. lloywood, 
in Ib70, tho firm beca,mo Bay, Brow •* 


otion from the burdens of a busy prao 
uce in hifetoncivl and political reading 
.iud writing. Snnh was his thirst for 
knowledge along these lines that, at an 
ac;c when ho might reusonably have 
been thinking of his toys, il was found 
that ho had picked berries and from 
their sale paid for a subscription to the 
Independent Democrat, and a little 
Liter, to tho Now York Tribune; and 
hero began his tatite for political his- 
tory, his admiration for journalism, and 
his demand fora knowledge of.and. a par- 
ticipation in, current events. 
In 1370, 


amid tho multitudinous dutias of clerk 
of tho court, Mr. Jordan purchased the 
Coos .Republican, became its editor, and 
gave it high rank among the papers of 
the state. For many years he contribu- 
ted political and. historical articles to 
the boston Journal, Concord Monitor, 
the Statesman, 
and the local press. 


Few pens have been oftencr or more 
potently wielded in defense of the re 
publican party of New Hampshire and 
of tho nation, than Mr. Jordan's. The 
chief charm of his style is its porwpicu- 
ity and force, and so natural and easy 
to him aro both the manual and mental 
uses of the pen, that almost uncon- 
sciously—certainly without effort—his 
facts array and arrange themselves in 
fetching and forceful order; and his first 
draft is almost sure to be the finished 
product. 
Epigrammatic, perspicuous 


and forceful in style, accurate in state- 
ment of facts, an adept in tho graces of 
rhetoric, he has won an enviable reputa- 
tion as a writer on ciuront political 
questions. But Mr. Jordan has also, 
-vith marked success, entered tho field 
of more polite literature. 
For tho New 


Hampshire Historical society ho ha« 
written au essay on tho life of Colonel 
Joseph Whipple; for tho history of 
Coos county (W. A. Ferguson & Co., 
1HSS) biographical sketches of Oou. 
Amos W. Drew, Dr. Frank Bugbee, and 
Philip Jordan, while Lo inspired a 
directed many other chapters of the 
uork; for tho Graf ton aud Coos Bai 
ausociation, tho biography of llicbar 


Clair Everett, Benj. F. Whiddon, George 
A. Cossett, Saunders W. Cooper, D. O 
Pinkham and mpny other valuable pa- 
psrs and treatises, which have oontrib 
utcd in no email degree to give the pnb 
lished proceedings of this association 
high rank among the literature of their 
kind throughout the Union. 


Besides his very lull law literature, 


Mr. Jordan h^s a choice library o: 
general litoiature, especially rich in its 
Collection of works of local aud genera! 
history and biogruphy,—with all ol 
which he is thoroughly familiar. His 
books are his friends, not his furniture 


In politics Mr. Jordan has always 


been a staunch republican. As a boy oi 
nine yours he took a lively interest is 
tho campaign which placed Gen. Taylor 
iu the presidential chair; and in 1852, at 
the age of thirteen, he purchased the 
campaign life of Gen. Scott, substantial- 
ly committed it to memory, and made 
much greater use of his information 
;han could have been expected of a lad 
of his years. From that time to the 
present Mr. Jordan has baen indefatiga 


id his service io the principles of his 


mrty. A close canvasser, a good or- 
janizer, and a natural loader, even be- 
ore he could exorcise tho privilege of 
ike franchise, his counsel was often 
sought and his advice usually followed 
in matters of local political interest. 


In 1880, in a political coctesi which 


is still remembered as one of the most 
heated ever known in his adopted town 
of Lancaster, Mr. Joidan, by a magnifi- 
cent run and gain for himself and his 
party, was chosen by a majority of one 
to represent the town irl the general 
court. Though a novico in the halls of 
legislation, he was chosen speaker of 
the house by a very complimentary 
vote. A keen, and accurate judge of 
men and measures, alerfc, sagacious and 
eTScient, he was admirably litted to tho 
duties ot his difficult and important of- 
fice; aud be quickly demonstrated the 
just'co of the choice by his impartial, 
ea->y and expeclitioun conduct of tho 
business of perhaps tho largest legisla- 
tive body in the Union, ui-captiug the 
national hou-o of n>presentAthea. The 
house over which Mr. Jorelun presided 
will go down in history us the ablest in 
t'-.e anr.als of New Hampshire.

ment: "For Speaker Jordan there is bu 
ono encomium, 'Well done, good ani 
faithful servant.'". 


In 1882, as chairman of the republi 


can state convention, when factiona 
feeling ran high between the adherent 
of the rival candidates for the gtiberca 
tonal nomination, the Hon. Moody Un 
rier and the Hon. Samuel W. Hale, M 
Jordan, by his supreme tact and adro 
management, brought order out of wha 
seemed a chaos in the party; and th 
work of the convention was successful 
and harmoniously accomplished. 


In 1886 he was unanimously nomina 


ed as state senator for tho Coos distric 
and conducted a valiant campaign 
the face of overwhelming odds; ye 
hough he ran three hundred vot 
ahead of his ticket, he could not car 
that democratic stronghold. The pe 


of the district, however, were no 


satisfied, and ogam in 1896, not wit 
landing his public declination to b 
come his party's candidate for the oflic 
io was unanimously nominated.

ailed upon at length to run, he enterei 
the campaign with characteristic vigo 
and was elected by the largest major 
ever given any candidate for any offi 
n the county. 
Ho was the unanitno 


choice of his party for presielent of t 
senate, and was unanimously elected 
that office, a tribute not paid to anoth 
in tho state for more than a centn 
Fortified by his experience as spea' 
of the house, riper in years and know 
edge, he brought to the senate the qual- 
ifications of an ideal presiding officer, 
and demonstrated the wisdom of tbtir 
selection. In performing tho duties of 
this important position Mr. Jordan dis 
played such familiarity with public af 
fairs generally, such a knowledge of tho 
necessities ot the state, such business 
sagacity and executive ability, that lie 
was at once hailed as the natural and 
logical candidate of the party for the 
high office of governor of his native 
state, 


In addition to professional and politi- 


cal distinctions, Mr. Jordan's abilities 
have received recognition in business 
social and scholastic honors. He hai 
been often urgecl to accept an appoint- 
ment to tho supremo bench of the state 
in 13C7 ho was tendered, bat was com 
polled to decline, a position on the staff 


of Governor Harriman; but the honor 
was again proffered, iu 1872, by Govern 
or Straw, and Vtr. Jordan's acceptance 
and service justify bis title of colonel. 


IujL881 Dartmouth college conferred 


upon him the degree of A. B.; in 1882 
lie was chosen honorary member of the 
Third regiment, New Hampshire Da 
tional guard; in 1883, honorary mem- 
ber of the Webster Historical society of 
Boston, and ho has long been a member 
of tba New Hampshire Historical socio 
ty; in 1884 ho was chosen honorary 
member ot the Seventh New Hampshire 
Veterans' association; has for several 
years been vice president of the Graf- 
ton and Coos Bar association, and has 
long been a member of Evening Star 
lodgo of Masons, at Colebrook, and of 
North Star chapter of Lancaster. He 
has lor years been a valuable member 
of the directorate of the banking insti- 
tutions of Lancaster, and is the safe 


uardian of many private trusts, to 


wluch he faithfully lends his businsss 
acumen and unerring judgment. 
Mr. Jordan married July 19th,1879,Ida 
K. Nutter.daughterof Oliver and Boxan- 
nab. C. (Wontworth) Nutter. She is de- 
scended from old New Hampshire) fam- 
ilies of repute, is a lady of refined taste 
and rare musical talent, is the princess 
of hostesses, a woman of the broadest 


hristian charity in spiritual and moral, 


as well as in material things, aad is, in 
all things that go lo make up a happy 
lousohold, the complement of her 
aistinguislied husband.

housed in a great modern olliee building 
and ut the amount of business transacted 
in it might be gathered from watching 
the mail shoot leading down from the 
Upper iloois to the mail box placed in tho 
hall of the building on the ground floor. 
Here for example is a great building 
with 1,000 rooms, of which there are. now 
occupied about 800, the number of per- 
sons in the building, including tenants" 
and l heir clerks and bookkeepers and 
stenographers and typewriters and other 
employees, numbering about 3,000. 


A town of 3,000 population would send 


out daily a considerable amount of mail 
matter; the tall building has u population 
oC 3,000, not made up as the town's popu- 
lation would be, of people of all ages, 
from children to old age, many of them 
uot writing letters, or writing infrequent- 
ly. but practically made up of adults 
only, most of them having occasion to 
write many letters and all of them writ- 
ing moru or less. It is probable that the 
mail matter sent out daily by the people 
assembled under this roof would equal if 
it did not exceed that sent from a city of 
i!5,OUO people. 


Thu shoot in the big building, with an 


opening through which letters may be 
dropped on every floor, has on the ground 
floor, where it ends in the big mail box, a 
glass front; through that stretch of the 
shoot the letters can be seen as they fall, 
to disappear at the end of it, in the end. 
And they are always falling. They can- 
not be heard, but they niay be seen all 
tho time. If one stands in the hall of the 
tall building and looks around, out of 
curiosity, his eye is sure to be fixed by 
this mail sh->ot, with the silently but con- 
stantly dropping letters. There may bu 
inter\ a Is of seconds when they do not j 
come, but such intervals, when they do ] 
occur, are of but a few seconds duration 
and often they come in flurries, like great 
snowfalls chasing out- another thickly. 


To stand and watch them gives one a 


new idea of the number of persons hous- 
ed under one roof in the modern tall 
building and their manifold busy occu- 
pations. — New York Sun.

Article of Food.

the coarse; grain of which is best adapted 
for tho grinding of the corn, beans, chile,, 
seeds, cheese, or whatever it may bo desired 
to linely pulverize. The stone hand mill ij 
an irdispensnblo item in the culinary out- 
fit of tho tropical home. 
Tho accompany- 


ing hand piece, looking like ji rude rolling 
pin, is also of stono and is briskly worked 
up and down the iuclincof tho crude stone 
tuble Tjy the woman us she bends to her 
work with u steady swing of body, shoul- 
ders and arms. 
''it is claimed that tho flour for tho tor- 


tilla can lie perfectly milled only by their 
ancient methods,' and when ono sees thu 
result of tiic grinding he is ready to admit 
that possibly they arc right.

Perhaps the most peculiar of the moun- 


tain phenomena are the no called elect;io- 
al storms. There is no precipitation, no 
lightning, no thunder and usually no 
wind, nothing to be heard and nothing 
to be seen except tho gathering clouds. 
But much may be felt. 
Everything is 


charged with the electric lluiil. 
Tho 


earth, the air, the very stones -.iiul trees 
and even human beings are full of it. 


A mining engineer visiting a tunnel lo- 


cated on a mountain side at an elevation 
of 13,liOO feet describes his sensations 
duriug one of these storms. All alone lie 
was climbing up the trail to the tunnel, 
where he wished to examine a vein of 
ore. Great black clouds begun to gath.T 
on the horizon and were soon rolling 
about the mountain side below him. A 
calm prevailed; then an unnatural still- 
nest: seemed to be in the air. Steadily 
the clouds rolled up the mountain side 
like a flood of black water. 
The stones 


us he stepped on them began to crackle 
nnrl snap like dry wood in a fire. Realiz- 
ing these unusual conditions, he hurried 
to the sheltering tunnel above him. His 
hair felt as if a swarui of flies had settled 
in it. When he tried to brush them away 
with his hand, he found each hair stand- 
ing almost straight. 
The stroking of h'.a 


hair increased the peculiar sensations he 
experienced, and, tingling from head to 
foot, the now thoroughly frightened man 
ran into the tunnel. 


No sooner had he passed the entrance 


than the peculiar sensations ceased. Aft- 
er resting awhile he went to the opening 
and discovered himself entirely surround- 
ed by clouds so black und dense that lie 
could scarcely see live feet away, al- 
though the hour was not far from noon. 
Stepping outside to investigate, he re- 
ceived a shock that sent him reeling back 
into the tunnel, where he remained for 
over an hour before tho storm passed. 


Such electrical storms seem to bo form- 


ed in strata. 
If u human being should 


make such connection us to draw the 
charge from one of the layers, he would 
instr.iitly be incinerated. 
This accident, 


however, has never been known to occur. 
Electrical storms prevail throughout the 
mountain region, but the severest stonns 
of this nature are met only at the great 
altitudes. 


With all the 
severity of 
eleetrii al 


storms nnd thunder showers, it is a fact 
that human beings are seldom struck by 
lightning in tho mountains. Death from 
that cause in much more frequent on the 
plains bordering the ranges than in the 
mountains themselves. 


The most destructive form of mountain 


storm is the so called cloudburst, whon 
the rippling brook suddenly becomes •! 
roaring river, carrying death and destruc- 
tion in its path. The noise made by a 
cloudburst lias no parallel. 
Above the 


rumble and roar of a mass of rushing 
water is heard a grinding, groaning sound 
of fulling trees, of slipping earth and roll- 
ing bowlders, while the banks of the 
stream far above tho danger line tremble 
as if in an earthquake. 
The senses H:I* 


numbed by tho awful cataclysm, and it 
seems to the spectator, although he is on 
tho hish banks and out of actual danger, 
as if the very foundations of the earth 
had burst and judgment day \vn* come. 
The flood losses about mighty trees uml 
rocks as if they were straws, (he banks 
of the ft ream hcem to dissolve before bis 
eyes, and a fccllny of awe at tin- irre- 
sistible power of nature steals oxer tin- 
observer. 
Once witnessed, a cl udbuibt 


is never forgotten. 


In point of fuel, lioxvcver, there |s MH 


such tiling as tin- biirslin« of a cloud. 
The term "cloudburst" Is n convenient 
expression by which (he result of a veiy 
heavy rain is designated. 
Neaily all '.ho 


surface <*f the earth in the mountain re- 
gion is lAide up either of rocks or ::d.dui 


lil. The latter in most cases has neve" 


been broken to cultivation and is almost 
impervious to a sudden heavy downpour 
of rain. 
The consequence j^ that the 


mountains nrc cut up with iirroyoy, jjulllo-i 
nnd watU' courses uml III the course of 
unnumbered airca Into mighty canyons 
which astound the tourist. 


In na unusually heavy rainfall the 


great mass of water spread over a large- 
area, instead of sinking into the ground, 
is quickly noeumulnU'd 'n the beds of tho 
streams, which rlao uiauy feet In a short 
time. 
When this accumulation is rapid 


enough and the "lay of the land" is just 
right, the water rushes down the bed of 
the stream in a solid wall and is en Hod a 
cloudburst. 
The same precipitation i\\ 


nn open country or in one. iri which tii(i 
Koil 1ms been broken up by cultivation 
would be called a Ji'ouvy rainfall and 
would do no damage unless continued 
long enough for the streams to rise out of 
their banks and Hood the country. 


One of tho most destructive storms of 


this nature, so far as its manifold, e.«!»- 
sequcnces are concerned, toqk pl^Oti in 
the spring of 1804, when ft cloudburst oo- 
(.-urrt'd nt 
tlio Itcudwaters of. 0«ierry 


orock. This is a smn.ll stream, dry most 
of tho year, but notorious for its oeocu- 
tricities. 
It Hows through DO^M- am} 


empties into tho IMattP nver within tH» 
confines of the city. jus,t nt nightfall the 
water swept down this dry creek in a 
wall said to have boon ten feet In height, 
carrying everything before it. Many peo- 
ple werp drowned, and mnny buildings 
wern washed nwny. 
AH ,,|ght long the 


creclt (lowed bnnkful of water that was 
thick wltli wreckage-. People were res- 
cued- during the night on rafts aud im- 
provised boats. 


The most serious loss wns the city halt, 


which wns swept awny by the waj.T. to- 
gether with nil tho records on til<- there. 
These records included not only those (if 
tho stnt(j nnd til}', but also the United. 
Stales land tilings. 
The .flood was fol- 


lowed, by nn cm of lurid jumpings, and n 
Kootl mnny of tho present fortunes in 
Denver date from that event. The snfo 
ot the city hall wns never found, although 
sonic relics of the flood, including u por- 
tion of the press of The Uock.y Mountain 
News, are now in the vtiiinm of the Stnto
